White denied 
the story 
told by 
Meek on tile stand yesterday. White 
admitted being skinned by the green 
goods men and 
said he lost 
over 
twenty thousand dollars in the deal. 
He said he never saw any counter­ 
feit money, nor any of the first mon­ 
ey he paid for the illicit 
currency. 
White admitted talking with 
Meek 
about the deal, when Meek approach­ 
ed him and told him he knew about 
the swindle. 
He safid Meek came to 
him in the role of a detective, show­ 
ing a big badge and credentials where 
he belonged to some detective asso­ 
ciation (the kind that are conducted 
after the order and on the same plan 
as the green goods game). 
White 
testified that he did not offer Meek 
fifty per cent of the first money he 
lost in the crooked dealing, if Meek 
would be instrumental in having it 
returned to him. 
He denied that he 
ever talked with him about the sec­ 
ond $10,000 which he lost and which 
he claims he recovered without any 
assistance from Meek. 
Earl and Roy Ruff, two of Stamper 
White’s grandchildren told 
on the 
witness stand how they had caution­ 
ed White about squandering his mon­ 
ey when they saw him in the com­ 
pany of* Daubenspeck and 
Daily. 
White was afterwards asked about 
this, and he broke down and cried on 
the witness stand. 
It will be remembered that Perry 
JJJeek, the plaintiff in the case, re­ 
cently moved 
from a 
farm 
near 
Orange, after he had met with many 
reverses. 
His barn w’as burned, his 
horses and cattle poisoned and his 
farm implements burned another time 
in a shed which was fired by an in­ 
cendiary.

Unless he changes his mind 
the appointments will be as follows: 
Chief of the Department—Williair 
Dellority , Democrat, of Elwood, salarj 
$4 ,000 a y ear. 
Chief Democratic Deputy —Williair 
Fogarty of Indianapolis, salary $3,00( 
a y ear. 
Chief Republican Deputy — J ohn T 
Boltz of Winchester, salary $3,000 £ 
y ear. 
The law prov ides that the depart 
ment shall be established within six tj 
day s after the promulgation of th* 
acts of the recent legislature. 
The 
gov ernor has until the second week 
in J une to make the appointments, bu- 
he is anx ious to hav e the department 
in working order by that time. 
The gov ernor, 
Auditor of 
Statt 
Billheimer and 
DeHority will 
hav t 
charge of the department and make a l 
appointments of field deputies. 
Th€ 
latter will receiv e $10 a day and trav el 
ing ex penses. It is ex pected that about 
thirty field deputies will be appointed 
Gov ernor Marshall has giv en a great 
deal of consideration to the new de 
partment, w’hich he regards as one 
of the most important matters he has 
had to deal with. 
He has tried to ob 
tain good business men for the impor 
tant positions. 
No one has been con 
sidered merely because of his politica: 
drag or his qualifications as a ward 
worker. 
Ov er one hundred applica 
tions were receiv ed for the principal 
appointment, but it is said that De 
Hority and others who were consid 
ered seriously for the job did not ask 
for it. 
Mr. DeHority is a banker at Elwood 
and a well known business man. 
H€ 
is also a leading Democrat of the 
Eighth district. 
Mr. Fogarty was for 
merly city clerk of Indianapolis and 
is now connected with a trust com 
pany . 
He is chairman of the Marior 
county Democratic committee and one 
of the most popular y oung men in In 
dianapolis.

today . They take the ground that th« 
local option law was not passed until 
it was published and it prov ides that 
license issued prior to its passage shall 
not be affected thereby . 
Prosecutor Williams has announced 
that he interprets the law' to mean that 
the passage of the act was « ompleted 
when the gov ernor’s signature was at­ 
tached and declares he will prosecuti 
the holders of the contested license« 
for selling without license.

W ashington. May 25 .—F or the first 
tim e in so seriou s a case, the su prem e 
cou rt of the U nited S tates will u nd er­ 
tak e to m ete ou t pu nishm ent for the 
crim e of contem pt of the cou rt itself, 
and the im portance of the occasion 
will be enhanced by the nu m ber of 
d efend ants. 
The proceed ings will take place in 
connection with the cases of Sheriff 
Shipp and Depu ty Sheriff Gibson of 
H am ilton cou nty , T ennessee and of 
fou r other resid ents of tha t cou ntry 
nam ed respectiv ely W illiam s, Nolan, 
P ad gett and May . 
T hese m en were 
y esterd ay d eclared by the cou rt to 
be gu ilty of an act of contem pt in com­ 
bining in 1906 in a conspiracy to ly nch 
a negro nam ed Johnson, who had been 
sentenced to d eath by the local cou rts 
on the charge of rape and in whose 
case the su prem e cou rt had interfered 
to the ex tent of granting an appeal 
which had the effect of a su persed eas. 
On the night following the annou nce­ 
m ent of the cou rt’s action Johnson was 
taken ou t of the jail in Chattanooga 
by a mob and ly nched . 
T here was no 
resistance on the part of the jail au ­ 
thorities and Sheriff Shipp and a nu m ­ 
ber 
of 
his 
d epu ties, 
as 
well 
as 
abou t tw enty citizens, w ere proceed ed 
against on the charge of contem pt of 
the fed eral cou rt. 
The case has been 
pend ing ev er 
since and a nu m ber of the d efend ants 
was from tim e to tim e red u ced to nine. 
Of these nine three w ere fou nd gu ilt­ 
less, while the other six w ere ord ered 
to be brou ght into cou rt nex t Tu esd ay 
for sentence. 
They will be taken into 
cu stod y and im m ed iately will appear 
in cou rt in charge of M arshal WTright. 
The sentence m ay be either fine or 
im prisonm ent, or both. 
The case is r ^ a r d e d as of ex cep­ 
tional interest, becau se it is practiclly 
the first tim e tha t the highest cou rt 
in the U nited S tates has ev er u nd er­ 
taken to asse rt its d ignity or to re­ 
sent acts or w ord s reflecting u pon it. 
In one prev iou s case some y ears ago 
a d efend ant was fined for som e ex ­ 
pression of contem pt, bu t the case was 
so com parativ ely insignificant as to 
practically leav e the present proceed ­ 
ing stand ing alone. 
In the cases of 
Sheriff Shipp and Depu ty Gibson the 
cou rt in effect d eclares tha t there may 
be contem pt in a failu re of officers of 
the law to prev ent a crim e in contem pt 
of the cou rt and in taking cognizance 
of an offense at so great a d istance 
the cou rt for the first tim e asserts by 
its action its 
right to compel 
the 
proper respect for and treatm ent of 
its v erd icts in all parts of the Union.

N otw ithstand ing their ear­ 
nest efforts and the ex pend itu re of not 
less than $1,000 a y ear for three y ears 
for tha t pu rpose they w ere u nsu ccess­ 
fu l. 
T he annou ncem ent of Commissioner 
Bowers that it is probable American 
w aters may again teem w ith stu rgeon 
has been m ad e possible by the co-op­ 
eration of Horace G. Knowles, u ntil 
recently the Am erican m inister to Rou ­ 
mania.

The sterlet, be say s, 
is v ery prolific and hard y and will, if 
properly protected u ntil well started , 
take the place of not only shad , which 
Is getting scarcer ev ery y ear, bu t the 
other fish tha t are grow ing less plen­ 
tifu l. 
These tw o D anu be fish are particu ­ 
larly v alu able becau se they are not a 
season fish like tbe shad , bu t ru n in 
the w aters of their hab itat throu ghou t 
the y ear. The D anu be stu rgeon grow s 
to enorm ou s size and weight, and 6 00 
to 8 00 pou nd fish are freq u ently cau ght. 
Ar> 800 pou nd fish will giv e abou t 15 0 
pou nd s of cav iare, and fresh cav iare 
sells in New York and the Eu ropean 
cities for from $7 to $10 a pou nd . 
The cav iare from the D anu be stu r­ 
geon is consid ered the finest in the 
world . Both the stu rgeon and the ster­ 
let are most abu nd ant In the Rou m a­ 
nian part of the Danu be, and in east­ 
ern and sou theastern Ronm ania they 
are the principal food of the people. 
Throu gh the arrangem ents m ad e by 
M inister Knowles there will be shipped 
from Rou m ania a large nu m ber of 
tw enty gallon cans containing millions 
of y ou ng stu rgeon and sterlet.

W hen it is consid ered tha t by 
reason of the increase of ou r popu la­ 
tion the d em and is increased and that 
w ith the grad u al and constant falling 
off of the catch of all kind s of fish 
the su pply is lessened , it is one of the 
seriou s problem s tb at confront ou r 
cou ntry . 
A plentifu l su pply of fish 
d u ring all seasons of the y ear is one 
of tbe greatest blessings ou r or any 
cou ntry can hav e. 
“M eats cannot sell for high prices 
when fish is plentifu l and cheap. 
The 
best and su rest protection tbe people 
can hav e against the m eat tru st is to 
hav e a certain and abu nd ant su pply of 
fish. It is a great economical q u estion, 
and it is no w ond er oar gov ernm ent 
is giv ing su ch seriou s attention to it. 
“So many and v ast are ou r w aters— 
riv ers, 
lakes 
and 
bay s—tha t 
once 
stocked w ith su itable fish and then 
properly protected by law against the 
ex term inating method s of the ru thless 
and Im prov id ent fishermen, the United 
S tates shou ld hav e a larger and better 
fish su pply per capu t than any cou ntry 
in the world . 
For tbe good of my 
cou ntry I am d eeply interested In this 
m atter and shall be v ery happy if I 
can d o any thiu g to better present con­ 
d itions.”

be a financial 
success. 
They 
are 
handling 
all 
the 
milk 
which 
is 
brought to 
them by the 
farmers. 
They churn daily between 300 and 
350 pounds of butter and from sev­ 
enty to eighty gallons of condensed 
milk is also turned out daily. 
Their goods are making a .“hit” on 
the market as they make daily ship­ 
ments to Connersville, Louisville and 
Indianapolis. 
The firm is paying a 
good price for milk, from thirteen to 
fifteen cents per gallon, which in­ 
sures the best. Many fanners of the 
locality are buying the best cows and 
are going into 
the 
dairy 
business 
right, as it pays and pays well. 
One of the many farmers, who is 
making money off of his cows, is 
Perryr Unger of Morristown, Route 2. 
Mr. 
Unger has 
twenty-two 
cows 
which give on an average of thirty- 
eight to forty-two gallons of milk a 
day the year around. With*this num­ 
ber of cow s'a daily income of about 
$6 is insured, which is indeed good. 
Now that grass has come abundantly 
the cost of maintaining the cows will 
be considerably less and the profit 
greater.
